board the steam er when she piled up 
n the shoal only 3ix are positively 
nown to have been saved. 
It was 
ot until late in the day that lifesav 
rs were able to m an their boats and 
each the strand 3*1 vessel. 
When the Hest*a struck, three of 
he lif3boat3 were available and one 
y one they were owing from the 
eck, bat while the trickle of one of 
he boat3 was being unfastened, the 
mal! craft dropped from the davit in- 
o the sea and was soon beyond re- 
cvory. 
Into another boat were placed the 


four Scotch boys and more than a 
dozen m em bers of the crew. 
They 
had barely taken their places when 
the tackle gave way and the boat and 
Its occupant J w ere precipitated into 
tho waters. 
The craft capsized, but soon righted, 
and one of the boys was seen cling­ 
ing to the bottom. 
Again the boat 
was capsized and this tim e disap­ 
peared. 
Meanwhile those aboard the vessel 
launched th e third boat. 
It was their 
last rem aining beat. 
Captain New­ 
man and all the remaining seamen, ex 
cept six, entered the boat. 
These six 
were the ones rescued by the lifesav­ 
ers.

Becker sweated Jam es McMahon for 
two hours. 
Then McMahon collapsed 
and confessed all. 
“Yes, I killed my tw o sisters aud 
brother ir.-law, and I was entry w hen 
I did it,” he shouted rising out of the 
chair and pacing the room. 
“it took mo three m onths to plan 
and execute the crime. 
Day by day

fore me grew, and at last two weeks 
ago I saw it all.

St. Paul, Oct. 27.—Governor Adolph 
O. E berhart expects to summon a Min-

w inter and as soon as he returns from 
the deep w aterw ay! congress in New 
O rleans will give the subject earnest 
attention. 
In hi.4 Crookston address last week 
he dwelt ut some length on the agri­ 
cultural resources cf Minnesota, and 
while he gave high praise to the re­ 
sults attained by the farm ers of the 
s ta t’, he lid not fail to m ake it plain 
that th er; is morn work for them. 
While agriculture in his opinion al 
ways will remain the m ainstay of the 
nation, there rem ains much to be 
dene in ither ii ructions. 
To supply m aterial for lumber, the 
vast stretches of oarren 'mt-cver lands 
must. be reforested. 
The federal gov­ 
ernm ent has entered upon ihe work; 
the stat.; has made a beginning, but 
m ust do much m ore to m ake the move­ 
m ent of m aterial value. 
The prob­ 
lem of transportation calls for the 
developm ent of w aterw ays and good 
road J as supplem entary adjuncts to 
the railroads. 
To obtain cheap and 
constant power the stream s m ust be* 
harnessed 
and 
utilized. 
W hile 
the 
people are waiting for the forests to 
grow, fuel m ust ba provided, and ail 
that, is in sight as a substitute for 
wood and coal are the Immense peat; 
bogs covering m illions of acres. 
To reclaim thousands upon thou­ 
sands of acres of swam p lands for the 
benefit of the husbandm an and the 
state calls for a general system of 
drainage en a plan which will em brace 
the entire state. 
In brief, the conservation of farm 
lands, re fo resta tio n of cut-over lands, 
developm ent of w aterpow er, inaugura­ 
tion of artificial w aterw ays, scientific 
drainage, utilization of peat beds, and 
extension of good roads, are some of 
the problems Governor E berhart would 
have referred to a congress of the 
people.

Aver* on; of tile most remarkable fea­ 
tures of the trial. 
Mrs. Wigen was confronted with a 
typewritten 
statem< nt 
which 
she 
made to the county attorney the sec­ 
ond day aft-’r the murder, but she 
quito forgot the most important ques­ 
tions that were asked from it. 
The 
deposition had b u n prepared ver 
bathe and embodied the material facts 
relating to the conditions that existed 
in the Arbogast home the day after 
the murder. 
The statem ents which it 
contained were made by Mrs. Wigen 
while the incidents were yet fresh in 
her memory, but on the witness stand 
she forgot almost everything in the 
paper. 
When cornered en the stand 
by the county attorney, the witness 
evinced neither nervousness nor fear, 
but calmly parried her sworn state­ 
ments made two days after the m ur­ 
der. 
Mrs. Wigen adm itted she had not 
been acquainted with any of the Ar 
bogasts until the m orning of the m u r­ 
der, when her husband sent her to 
the house to clean it up,

Notwithstanding her reluctance to 
testify, Mrs. W igen made an adm is­ 
sion on the stand which showed how 
the Arbogast girls avoided contact 
with their m other the m orning of tho 
m urder.

Billings, 
Mont., Oct. 
27.—Senator 
Aldrich of Rhode Island played the 
goat at the opening session of the 
fourth international dry farm ing con­ 
gress, for which Jam es J. Hill, w heth­ 
er with Intention to th at result or 
otherw ise is uncertain, was responsi­ 
ble. 
Mr. Hill, speaking extem poran­ 
eously, started apparently to pay a 
sincere com plim ent to the Rhode Is­ 
land statesm an. 
“T hat g reat statesm an, Senator Al­ 
drich, ’ wa3 th e beginning and the 
end of Mr. H ill’3 compliment. 
The convention hall, crowded to the 
doors with intense dry farm ers, with 
the flower of M ontana womanhood fur- 
nisniug life to th e color scheme, broke 
Into laughter. 
Mr. H ill’s face was a 
study. H e endeavored to proceed with 
his address, tu t the laughter com plete­ 
ly drowned out his words. 
Mr. I'ill him self saved th e situation. 
He abandoned any idea he may have 
had of forcing a more extended com­ 
plim ent of Aldrich ou the dry farm ­ 
ers. 
He perm itted the serious mold 
of his countenance to m elt, and pres­ 
ently the whole congress, including 
Mr. Hill, was indulging itself In what 
was probably the heartiest five m in­ 
utes of laughter th at over enlivened 
a congress of agriculturists. 
But it 
was not laughter that Senator Aldrich 
would have relished. 
Refused to Discuss incident. 
Mr. Hill later refused to discuss the 
incident, but the prevailing opinion 
among the delegates was th at he in­ 
tended the reference to the high tariff 
champion in exactly the m anner in 
which it was received by the congress. 
Mr. Hill’s address was the feature 
of tho congress. 
With the exception 
of the Aldrich remark, every senti­ 
ment .advanced by “builder of the 
Northwest*’ was received with tumult­ 
uous applause. 
When he asked the 
farmers of the West to remain good 
neighbors with the railroads, as trie 
prosperity of one depended upon the 
prosperity of the other, ihe congress 
a p p r o v e d by hand clapping and foot 
stamping th at amounted to a demon 
stration. 
W hen he asserted that the 
future of the nation depended on the 
agricultural development of the West, 
and that in the near future every 
W estern state would be the agricul­ 
tural equal of any state in any part 
of the Union, the demonstration be­ 
came so loud that the speaker was 
forced to walt for the applause to 
quiet.

Meaning of Dry Farming. 
As explained in the congress, the 
m eaning of dry farm ing is the proper 
cultivation of ihe soil In any country 
w here tho average precipitation is 
leas than tw enty-eight or forty inches. 
One of 
the 
first 
questions th at 
arose at th e congress was the propo­ 
sition of renam ing it so as to do away 
with the “D ry” feature. 
Howard E l­ 
liot, president of the N orthern Pa­ 
cific, brought up the subject, and de­ 
clared th a t the settlem ent of M ontana 
and other dry farm ing states was re 
tarded by tho fact th at J la stern farm ­ 
ers fear id tho “Dry” farm ing feature. 
H e was followed in a general dis­ 
cussion of the question by Jam es .T. 
Hill, who strongly advocated a name 
for the congress th at would elim inate 
the dry p art of it. 
I.ouis W. H ill also spoke in favor 
of changing th e nam e of the annual 
gathering. 
Senator Dixon of M ontana described 
the congress as the greatest adver­ 
tisem ent for M ontana th a t ever oc­ 
curred.

INCREASE IN IMPORTATIONS 


South America Countries Ship M ary 
Hides to the United Staters. 
W ashington, Oct. 27.—Placing hides 
on the free list has had the effect 
which it was intended to have. 
It has 
riven th ; tanners a wide m arket, of 
which they have been quick to take 
advantage, and it has freed them from 
the clutches of the beef trust. 
All of this is evidenced by the gov­ 
ernm ent reports for the m onth of Au­ 
gust, which have just become avail­ 
able. 
During th at m onth the w eight 
of 
hides 
im ported 
was 
23,792,'Jo J 
pounds. 
For the sam e month in 190S, 
when there was a duty, the im porta­ 
tion was 14,353,520 pounds. 
T hese figures afford only a fair indi­ 
cation of the trend. 
The tariff law 
did not become effective until August 
was well under way, and of the Au­ 
gust im portation of hides, 3,979,59.) 
pounds paid a duty. 
Of course it took 
a little time, too, for the tanners to 
get word to the hide centers of South 
Am erica about th eir good fortune, and 
to get th ^ first shipm ents Into this 
country tinder the new* act. . So it is 
probable th at not more than twelve 
or fifteen days in Angust furnished 
th at substantial swelling in im ports. 
The United Kingdom furnished more 
than 1,000,000 pounds of hides, and 
Canada came along with nearly 2,000,- 
000 
pounds. 
France also furnished 
nearly 2,000,000 pounds. 
B at these 
countries 
contributed 
hardly 
more 
than the preceding year. 
The great 
gains were in im portations from South 
America, 
which 
furnished 
betw een 
6,000,000 and 7,000,000 pounds more 
than in August, 1908.
